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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Objections 


1. 


Claim 13 is objected to because of the following informalities:

Claim 13, "said fastening member" has no antecedent basis

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 


4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section . 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1, 3-4, 6-10, 12, 14-15, 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Hung (U. S. Patent 6,767,248). 

6. Regarding claims 1 , 7-9, 15, Hung discloses a connector for a coaxial cable, 
comprising: a connector body 22; a fastening member 25 for connecting the connector 
to an object; a post 23 fitted at least partially inside the connector body for receiving a 
prepared end of the cable, a compression member 30 fitted in the connector body and 
an elastomeric band 40 fitted inside a cavity formed at least in part by the compression 
member; wherein the movement of the compression member onto the connector body 
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causes the elastorneric band to deform and seal an outer layer of the cable to the 
connector to isolate an inside the connector from the environmental influences. 

7. Regarding claims 3, 12, Hung discloses the post 23 includes a barbed portion 
disposed where the band seals against the cable. 

8. Regarding claims 4, 10, Hung discloses the post 23 includes a barbed portion 
disposed where the band seals against the cable. 

9. Regarding claims 6, 19, Hung discloses the post 23 include a barbed portion 
disposed where the band seal against the cable. 

10. Claims 2, 1 1 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hung in view of Chen (U. S. Patent 6,805,584). 

1 1 . Regarding claims 2, 1 1 and 16, Hung discloses the post is an electrical 
conductive material but do not disclose the connector body, the compression member, 
and the fastening member are of plastic. Chen discloses the compression member and 
the fastening member are of plastic material. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify Szegda and 
Seibelist to provide the compression member and the fastening member are of plastic 
material as taught by Chen so as to provide a low manufacture cost. 

12. Claims 5, 13, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hung in view of Spinner (U. S. Patent 5,059,139). 

13. Regarding claims 5, 13, 17, 18, Hung discloses parts 23, 30 appear to be of meal 
however this is not stated. Spinner uses metal for parts 2, 3, 4. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify 
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Hung to provide the metal material as taught by Spinner so as to provide good 
conductively and a strong material.
